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Grounds found for assessment appeal

A consulting firm hired to 
look at the figures from Dids- 
bury’s recent change to equal¬ 
ized assessment has found 
grounds to appeal the tally. 

Alberta Assessment Equali¬ 
zation Consultants of Edmon¬ 
ton was hired by town council 
last June to look at the figures 
compiled to come up with the 
town's $22 million assessment 
after a petition was started 
complaining about the huge 
increase in taxes for some prop¬ 
erty owners. The town's total 
assessment before the change 
to equalized assessment was 
$13 million. 

Jean Craven started the pe¬ 
tition after he taxes increased 


77 percent, largely due to a 
jump in education taxes col¬ 
lected by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

Didsbury’s town adminis¬ 
trator Evan Parliament said 
the consultants discovered 
grounds to appeal the assess¬ 
ment on approximately $6.2 
million. 

"Most of the $6.2 million is 
in commercial property,” Par¬ 
liament said. "So that is why 
we believe it will deal mostly 
with the education tax.” 

Because the appeal, which 
will be heard by the Alberta 
Appeal Board in October, could 
result in a reduction of educa¬ 
tion taxes from Didsbury, Par¬ 
liament said town council is 
expecting opposition to their 
appeal by the Department of 


Council split on 
re-election bids

Didsbury's current Town 
Council has made a nearly even 
three way split on decisions to 
seek re-election in the next 
municipal election with two 
deciding against, two for and 
two still undecided. 

Mayor Ray Lea and Council¬ 
lor Gayle Veno have made 
definete plans to seek another 
term in their respective offices 
when the municipal election is 
called this October. Both said 
they are interested in following 
through on the job they started 
in the previous term. 

"Basically the biggest rea¬ 
son for my decision to re-run 
was because we made so many 
changes," Veno said. “1 would 
like to be one of the people who 
sees them implemented and 
really helps to change the fu¬ 
ture of the town.” 

Mayor Ray Lea said he chose 
to seek re-election in the hopes 
of finishing what he started. 

"It feels like we are just get¬ 
ting into (the swing)," he said. 
"We have learned so much and 
started lots of things 1 would 
like to see finished.” 

Lea said if re-elected, this 
would be his last term because 
he feels six years in an elected 
office is enough. 

As for the decisions not to 
run for office again, both Dan 


Peters and Ed Vermunt said 
they made the decision to fo¬ 
cus on other things in their 
lives. 

Peters, who entered a new 
career in real estate sales while 
a part of council, said he plans 
to concentrate on his clients. 

“I know the commitment that 
is invovled (in council),” he said. 
“1 wish I could do more but I 
also have a commitment to my 
clients." 

Vermunt, on the other hand, 
said he wants to spend time 
travelling and cnjoyinglife with 
his wife. Turning 70 this year, 
Vermunt said he wants to take 
advantage of his good health 
and see the country. 

The remaining three coun¬ 
cillors, Vance van Dam, Rod 
Collinge and Willard Swalm, 
said they are still considering 
their options before declaring 
their intentions publically. 

Collinge, who has been 
called away from council duty 
much of this last year, said he 
is still deciding if his job com 
mitments will allow his involve¬ 
ment on council. Willard Swalm 
said he is talking with a number 
of town residents to find out 
their views on his re-election 
choice and Van Dam said he 
likely won't declare his inten¬ 
tions until the nomination 
deadline of September 18. 

As for others who have de-

Parliament said if the ap¬ 
peal board grants the reduc¬ 
tion in the assessment, town 
council would have to decide 
how best to handle the tax bill.” 

“It could mean Didsbury 
ratepayers will see a reduction 
in their 1996 taxes," Parlia¬ 


ment said. “If it simply relates 
to a reduction in the education 
taxes, then that is how they 
could handle it. But if it also 
impacts on the town’s taxa¬ 
tion, then town council will 
have to decide how to handle 
that because it could mean 
they will have less money for 


town operations." 

In the meantime, Parliament 
said letters from residents sup¬ 
porting the appeal are encour¬ 
aged and can be dropped off at 
the town office. The letters and 
the petition will be brought to 
the appeal board for the hear¬ 
ing. 


Didsbury postal service 
celebrates 100 year anniversary

In the early days of home¬ 
steads and settlers, the pri¬ 
mary gathering spot in a small 
town, aside from the train sta¬ 
tion, was the post office. As the 
postal service outlet in Dids¬ 
bury celebrates it’s 100th year, 
that much has not changed. 

"We still get people coming 
in and discussing things,” post¬ 
master Chris Meyer said. "For 
some of the older people, it’s 
the highlight of their day to be 
able to come to the post office 
and see friends." 

Meyer has been postmaster 
for nine years, since August of 
1986, while the post office dates 
back to January 1, 1895. To 
celebrate the occasion, postal 
staff held an informal celebra¬ 
tion at the post office with cof¬ 
fee, cake and reminiscing on 
August 18. The early particu¬ 
lars of postal service in Dids¬ 
bury are sketchy, but many 
remember the post office build¬ 
ing when it was located in the 
Potentials (formerly Burnside 
Jewellers) building. 

The current post office build¬ 
ing, constructed in 1960, was 
home to both the postal service 
and the local Department of 
Veterans Affairs. The contract 
price was $45,874 and, ac¬ 
cording to a newspaper report 
printed in 1959, included fea¬ 
tures like “a writing desk for 
the public”. Current changes, 
aside from additions to serv¬ 
ices offered, include renova¬ 
tion work. 

"We’re put ting new windows 
in,” Meyer said, "And new 
doors. We’re painting the trim, 
and eventually we’ll be doing 
the floors as well." 

The addition of a bank of 
new postal boxes (bringing the 
total to 1299) recently reduced 
the waiting list from two years 
to nine months. There are no 
plans to switch over to resi¬ 
dential "super boxes' as Olds 


has done. Morgan purchased a farm 4

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Crop outlook good 
despite hail damages

Due to the Labor Day holiday on Monday, 
September 4,1995, deadlines for ad and 
editorial copy for the Didsbury Review have 
been moved to Wednesday, August 30 at 5pm.

Olson said the determining 
factor in the crop condition will 
be frost because of the late 
harvest times for this year. 

One of the crops which has 
suffered dramatically this year 
because of the rain has been 
hay. Olson said fanners arc 
havingdiflkulty get ting the hay 
off the fields because of the 
rain and the condition has suf¬ 
fered as a result. 

But hay processors in the 
area aren't too worried yet 
about their business. 

Henry Braam of Champion 
Hay lYocessors said they are 
sUll getting good quality hay 
from areas north of Edmonton 
and southern Alberta. 

"But because of the wet 
weather, it is going to be harder 
to get good quality hay," Braam 
said. “Butit is hard tosay what 
we can expect until the second 
cut is off the field. But we have 
had three or four years of really 
wet weather and we have man¬ 
aged all right." 

But Braam does expect hay 
prices will rise not only be¬ 
cause of the shortage of good 
quality hay but also because of 
changes to the Western Orain 
Transportation Act. 

"We will still have an in¬ 
crease in rail rates and that is 
going to make things more 
pricey, especially for overseas 
customers." 


The combination of wet and 
unstable weather has led to an 
extremely busy year for the 
crop insurance office, but Al¬ 
berta Agriculture officials are 
still hopeful of a good quality 
harvest. 

A spokesperson at the Al¬ 
berta Hail and Crop Insurance 
ofllce in Didsbury said they 
have been snowed under by 
the calls from farmers hailed 
out over the summer and are 
still expecting more calls be¬ 
fore harvest, but Mark Olson, 
crop specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture in Olds said crops 
remaining can still be top qual¬ 
ity. 

“Damage has been really 
sporadic all summer," Olson 
said. “One area gets hailed out 
and then you go a quarter mile 
and they have abeautiful crop." 

Olson said he expects most 
crops will be a mixed bag of 
quality because of the wet 
weather and the amount of 
lodging. He expects second 
growth will create a serious 
problem when it comes to 
swathing. 

"This has been a tough year, ” 
he said. “But if we get a week 
and a half of really good 
weather, warm weather, things 
could be great.”

A 19 -year-old Olds man was 
fined $300 despite pleas for a 
conditional discharge on an 
obstruction charge. 

The man was charged by 
Olds RCMP after a break and 
enter incident at an apartment 
building in Olds. The crown 
prosecutor told Provincial 
Court Judge A.P. Demong that 
the man implicated two youths 
in the break and enter, one his 
younger brother, when ques¬ 
tioned by the RCMP. He gave a 
statement to the RCMP stating 
his responsibility in the inci¬ 
dent but later recanted when 
told he would be charged with 
break and enter. 

Further RCMP investigation 
discovered that the two young 
offenders were responsible. 
They were charged and pleaded 
guilty to the offence. They were 
each given one year’ proba¬ 
tion. 

The man was fined $300 
despite pleas from his defence 
attorney for a conditional dis¬ 
charge. Lawyer Brian Forestell 
claimed the young man was 
merely trying to protect his 
younger brother, not deliber¬ 
ately mislead the police. But 
Judge Demong agreed with the 
prosecutor that a conditional 
discharge did nothing for the 
public interest.

A man charged with driving 
while over the legal limit, a 
charge laid after a citizen com - 
plained to police about bad 
driving and a passenger at¬ 
tempting to pull a red flag off 


the back of a moving logging 
truck, was fined $600 and had 
his licence suspended for six 
months. 

Marty Craig was charged 
July 16 after RCMP pulled over 
his car in Olds after receiving a 
complaint about a driver tail- 
gating and driving badly. Craig 
submitted to a breathalyzer by 
the RCMP and was then 
charged. 

• • • 

A Caroline man who was 
just released from prison will 
be heading back there after a 
drinking and driving incident 
last week. 

James Goodwin was sen¬ 
tenced to nine months in jail 
and fined $2650 after he 
pleaded guilty to driving while 
disqualified, driving while over 
the legal limit, damaging a po¬ 
lice vehicle and operating an 
uninsured and unregistered 
vehicle. 

The charges arose last week 
when Sundre RCMP, who set 
up a road block near Caroline 
in hopes of catching a vehicle 
suspected in a break and enter 
incident, tried to pull over 
Goodwin about 4:40 am Au¬ 
gust 22. 

Goodwin passed through the 
RCMP roadblock, later stop¬ 
ping about 200 metres away. 
When he was arrested and put 
into the back of the police 
cruiser, he kicked out a rear 
window. 

Goodwin had just been re¬ 
leased from prison after spend¬ 
ing a year there for a danger¬ 
ous driving conviction. 

Besides the time in jail, 
Goodwin's driver's licence was

also revoked for two years, con¬ 
secutive to any other driving 
prohibitions on Goodwin's 
record. 

Provincial Court Judge A.P. 
Demong also refused to allow 
Goodwin time to pay on his 
fines, instead sentencing him 
to a further three months in 
jail. 

“You are at a point where 
society has to be protected from 
you,” Judge Demongsaid. You 
are at a point where rehabilita¬ 
tion would be wonderful but 
it's not likely to do anything.” 

• • • 

A young offender with no 
place to go will spend two weeks 
in jail for stealing $5 from his 
foster parent's wallet. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named, was charged with theft 
and breach of probation for 
taking the cash while his foster 
father was taking a shower. 
The theft was discovered be¬ 
cause the youth accidentally 
dropped the father’s Visa card 
when he took the cash. 

Judge A.P. Demong sen¬ 
tenced the youth to a year's 
probation for the theft and 14 
days in jail for breach of proba¬ 
tion after he pleaded guilty. 

The youth, who had been 
under the care of Social Serv¬ 
ices, will have no where to go 
once he is released from prison. 
He was given to Social Services 
after his parents withdrew their 
support. Social Services also 
withdrew their support after 
these current charges were 
laid.

A man was sentenced to 90 
days in jail and one year’s pro¬ 


bation after he pleaded guilty 
to assault causingbodily harm 
in Didsbury Provincial Court 
last week. 

Hughie Booth was told he 
could serve his sentence in 
weekends after he pleaded 
guilty to the charge. 

Booth, who said he was un¬ 
der extreme pressure after the 
murder ofhis father last Christ¬ 
mas, was charged after he as¬ 
saulted his sister near Olds in 
April. 

The court was told the as¬ 
sault took place after Booth's 
truck broke down on the high - 
way and he started arguing 
with his sister. 

During the argument, Booth 


grabbed her by the hair and 
dragged her around the road. 
Alter she escaped and tried to 
lock herself into the truck, he 
climbed into the back of the 
truck and kicked in the back 
window and continued to as¬ 
sault her. The woman suffered 
bruising and hair loss as a 
result of the assault. 

Judge A.P. Demong agreed 
to allow Booth to serve his sen¬ 
tence on weekends after Booth 
told him he had recently gained 
full time employment. As a con¬ 
dition of his probation. Booth 
is also expected to undertake 
counselling to deal with the 
death ofhis father and for alco¬ 
hol abuse.

In the balance

Nearly every time we watch the news or read a newspaper, 
it can be seen. Public outrage over a crime and groups 
demanding tougher laws and tougher sentences. Being out¬ 
raged by a crime perceived as particularly heinous and de¬ 
manding blood in repayment has become very fashionable. 

This trend made quite an impact on our justice system. 
Harsher sentences are being imposed for a variety of crimes, 
especially those seen to be “the hated crime of the week”. 

Take for example crimes against women. Men convicted of 
beating their wives get much harsher sentences than in other 
assault cases because wife abuse has become a fashionable 
issue. Putting aside the reality that assault is a heinous crime 
regardless of victim, the public is demanding harsher treat¬ 
ment of those found guilty of spousal assault as compared to 
other crime without considering if the demand for retribution 
serves the interest of justice. 

We have judges and prosecutors under pressure from 
various groups to ask for and to impose harsher and harsher 
sentences regardless of any mitigating circumstances. The 
question becomes not what this convicted person deserves 
based on the evidence, but instead what does the public 
expect? 

There is an inherent danger in that approach to dispensing 
the blind justice upon which our court systems are supposedly 
based. 

Take for example the recent case here at home of a 19-year- 
old youth who pleaded guilty to obstruction. His lawyer asked 
for a conditional discharge. He was young and had tried to 
protect his younger brother but when push came to shove, he 
confessed his lie and then pleaded guilty. A criminal record 
could impact his immigration status in the country. He had no 
record. Yet instead of allowing the young man the opportunity 
to make up for his mistake and to not be tagged with a criminal 
record for the rest of his life, the prosecutor and ultimately the 
judge argued that a discharge, even a conditional one, didn't 
do anything for the public good. “It will look like he got away 
with it” the judge said. So instead, they fined him and hung him 
with the spectre of a record which could negatively impact him 
the rest of his life. 

Was it justice to determine a young man's fate by the 
reaction of the public? 

That kind of reactionary thinking brings to mind the worst 
part of the American justice system which elects its top court 
officials. Here we have the chance for justice to be bound up 
in popularity. Judges and prosecutors risk thinking not about 
justice but instead about making the news, getting their names 
know. So much for the anonynimity of justice. Sentences and 
judgements are based on the public feeling instead of the facts 
of a case. If a judge finds against the public opinion, he or she 
can kiss their job goodbye in the next election. Would you want 
to face trial on those grounds? 

While the court system cannot be above democracy, it must 
be above the whims of the moment in society. After all, it is the 
jobs of the court only to impose the law. It is the job of the 
legislators, the ones we elect, to create those laws. If the public 
doesn’t like the law the way it stands, we should not picket 
outside the courthouse, we should be on the lawns of Parlia¬ 
ment Hill instead.

Concern growing over elder care 


Dear Editor: 

Presently, a new cottage In¬ 
dustry has sprung up across 
Alberta and even across 
Canada. Entrepreneurs are 
setting up special care homes 
to house the frail, dependent 
elderly. They do not have to 
fear regulations or monitoring. 
They are not held accountable 
to ensure that proper, ethical 
care will be given to these vul¬ 
nerable persons. Care is given 


by untrained persons. Medica¬ 
tions are administered by per¬ 
sons hired off the street. As 
long as they have less than 
four residents, they do not even 
require a licence. 

From Peace River to 
Lethbridge, long term care beds 
are being closed, despite an 
increasing senior population. 
This is resulting in a rapid 
proliferation of these elder care, 
foster homes. 


What are seniors eligible tor? 


Dear Editor: 

Members of the Alberta Lib¬ 
eral Caucus have found that 
many seniors are unaware that 
they may be eligible for ben¬ 
efits under the new Special 
Needs Assistance program an¬ 
nounced by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment April 27, 1995. Given 
that only $ 1 million has been 
put into the program to meet 
the needs of Alberta’s 270,000 
senior citizens, it comes as no 
surprise that the government 
has failed to tell Alberta sen¬ 
iors about this program. 

A few advertisements were 
placed in senior's newspapers 
and newletters, but the con¬ 
cern Grant Mitchell and the 
Alberta Liberal Caucus has is 
for those seniors who are alone 
and isolated, for those seniors 
not connected to a senior’s or¬ 
ganization or on a mailing list. 
The seniors most in need and 
at risk tend to be those least 
likely to be aware of the pro¬ 
gram. 

The Special Needs Assist¬ 
ance program is a stop-gap 
measure. Itin noway addresses 
the damage caused by the gov¬ 
ernment's cuts. The Special 
Needs assistance programs 
treats the symptoms, not the 
cause of our senior’s plight. 
The fact that this band-aid pro¬ 
gram was even created is an 
admission by the government 
that its Seniors policy is a fail¬ 
ure. 

A single qualifying senior 
may receive up to $500 in a 


given year; a qualifying couple, 
may receive up to $1,000. To 
be eligible for a benefit the ap¬ 
plicant also must be 65 years 
of age or older must be an 
Alberta resident, have lived in 
the province for the last 90 
days, be a Canadian citizen or 
lawfully admitted permanent 
resident of Canada, and have 
income that falls within the 
following limits: 

• Single seniors with total 
annual income from all sources 
not over $22,616. 

• One-senior couples with 
total annual income not over 
$32,340. 

• Two-senior couples with 
total annual income not over 
$35,332. 

People in these categories 
may be eligible for a benefit 
under this program. 

Finally, to claim a benefit 
seniors must be able to show 
that the government's cuts to 
senior’s programs and benefits 
over the last three years have 
seriously affected their ability 
to meet basic needs. 

A 17 percent reduction in 
seniors’ programs, a 50 per¬ 
cent increase in drug costs and 
increased rental rates for ac¬ 
commodation have put many 
seniors in dire straits. The gov¬ 
ernment has a responsibility 
to inform all seniors that this 
program exists. This was not 
done. With the government fail¬ 
ing to do the right thing for our 
seniors, the Alberta Liberal 
Caucus wants you to know

What is the reality of these 
homes? From Surrey, B.C. we 
have reports of such a care 
home owned by a registered 
nurse. Paid staff are on hand 
between 7 a.m. and 7 p.m. 
After those hours, the elders 
are on their own, with no one to 
attend to their needs such as 
someone assisting them to the 
bathroom. In this instance, one 
of the caregivers is a new Ca¬ 
nadian who is vulnerable and 


that some help may be avail¬ 
able. 

If you are a senior, or if you 
know of a senior citizen who is 
having a tough time making 
ends meet, I would encourage 
you to call your local MLA and 
ask for the "Special Needs As¬ 
sistance for Seniors 1995" 
booklet and application form. 
You may also request this pack¬ 
age by calling toll-free, 1 -800- 
642-3853 weekdays from 8:15 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

Finally, I would encourage 
each and every senior, or friend 
of a senior, to contact the Pre¬ 
mier and ask that the conse¬ 
quences to cuts to senior’s ben¬ 
efits be caref ully examined and 
that above all the appropriate 
action be taken to correct the 
change.

reluctant to complain. She 
states that often, when she 
arrives, the elderly are in shock¬ 
ing condition. She works in 
two such care homes to make 
ends meet. 

From Calgary we have re¬ 
ports of a number of such 
homes, from which have ema¬ 
nated complaints of abuse such 
as withholding prescription 
medications as punishment, 
residents lying in soiled cloth¬ 
ing and bedsheets all night, 
alleged theft from resident's 
bank accounts. One resident 
in a wheel chair lay pinned 
under his chair all night after 
falling. One man claimed he 
was locked out of his residence 
for three days as punishment. 
The Calgary alderman who 


urged the city to make regula¬ 
tions concerning these homes. 
stated: "There is ample evi¬ 
dence people are being hurt, 
threatened and neglected." 

As a caring, civilized society 
our conscience mustbe stirred, 
indeed, we are our brother’s 
keeper. We urge concerned citi¬ 
zens to say no to special care 
homes, voicing their objection 
to Premier Klein, the Minister 
of Health, Ms. McLellan and 
their MLA. We cannot allow 
this frightening, callous and 
immoral concept of care to pro¬ 
ceed.

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A big power drain 


At the Legislature

Premier Ralph Klein and his 
provincial counterparts are 
back at their desks sifter a 
meeting in Newfoundland. The 
premiers, minus Quebec’s 
Jacques Parizeau, called on 
Quebeckers to support feder¬ 
alism and they called on Ot¬ 


tawa to hand over more power 
in the name of "flexible feder¬ 
alism". 

Perfectly sensible. Said the 
premier, "If there is going tobe 
a reduction in federal pay¬ 
ments, then give the provinces 
power to deliver services in the 
most efficient way." 

Or not. After Alberta's turf 
battles with Ottawa, it’s her¬ 
esy, or high treason, or both, 
to suggest that maybe we have 
as much power as we need. 
But with Quebec on the eve of 
a referendum, some are sug¬ 
gesting it’s time to stop bleed¬ 
ing the federal government of 
it's ability to steer the country. 

It may already be too late. 
It’s easy enough to measure 
where the power is, by simply 
checking each government’s 
share of total public sector 
spending. After World War II, 
Ottawa’s share was 85 per¬ 
cent. Over succeeding dec¬ 
ades, it slipped steadily. 

Pierre Trudeau, a staunch 
advocate of a strong central 


government, gave some away. 
Brian Mulroney, tryingto outdo 
Trudeau as a constitutional 
healer, gave away federal 
spending powers like gimme 
caps at a farm dealership, re¬ 
opening the constitutional is¬ 
sue by explaining to 
Quebeckers that they’d been 
screwed out of their rightful 
spending powers. 

Federal finance ministers 
always provide enthusiastic 
help in unloading spending 
powers, to get rid of expensive 
responsibilities like post sec¬ 
ondary education. Media con¬ 
sultants are quick to point out 
that a PM graciously doling out 
federal powers to the provinces 
will appear on the news as a 
wise and generous papa. Pre¬ 
miers will allow as how it rep¬ 
resents the spirit of federal- 
provincial co-operation. 

There’s one problem, if you 
like the idea of having a coun¬ 
try. Ottawa’s share of all public 
sector spending on Canada is 
now under 20 percent. Guess 


how many federal states have 
survived with a share under 20 
percent. Zero. There was an 
East African federation that 
tried that kind of flexible fed¬ 
eration for a while, but every¬ 
one got bored and went home. 
Some Caribbean nations tried 
it, too. Remember that new 
country? I didn’t think so. 

It’s not just a matter of 
money. When young politicians 
go forth to seek their political 
fortune, they have to choose 
federal or provincial politics. 
They go where the action is, 
where the power is and their 
arrival in provincial capitals 
reinforces die rush toward ten 
squabbling fiefdoms. It also 
means the federal government 
isn’t getting it's share of tal¬ 
ented leadership, the kind of 
smart, tough people clever 
enough to pilot the country 
using ridiculously small eco¬ 
nomic levers like steering an 
ocean liner with an oar. 

This is not part of some world 
trend. Canada began with a 


strong central government, 
and provinces that 
amounted to administrative 
districts. South of the bor¬ 
der, thirteen powerful states 
sent delegates to something 
called the Continental Con¬ 
gress. Now Washington 
wields most of the power 
south of the 49th and the 
provinces run the show 
north of the border. 

No matter how starved 
and ineffectual the national 
government becomes, no 
premier will ever step for¬ 
ward and give some back. 

Is it too late? Jacques 
Parizeau gleefully insists that 
the process has long since 
passed the point of no re¬ 
turn. You would be hard- 
pressed to find anyone in 
Alberta who would publicly 
support stopping that proc¬ 
ess, or even slowing it down.

A renaissance man

A cop by trade, a cattle 
rancher by love and a poet by 
desire. The combination may 
sound a bit odd, but it is the 
perfect description of one of 
the up and coming artists in 
ihc cowboy poetry scene. 

Morrie Goetjen always had 
a love for poetry but felt per 
haps his love for the ancient 
art of expression was some¬ 
what stifled as he was growing 
up in Calgary and working his 
father's cattle ranch near Cre¬ 
mona. 

"I think I was discouraged 
by my teachers, had my crea 
tive side stilled,” he said. “I 
started poetry in grade school 
but after that I never wrote 
again." 

That is until about two years 
ago, when finally haunted 
enough by the strains of a poem 
in his head, he took up a pen 
and wrot e his very tirst cowboy 
poem, “Rubber Boots". 

'Ihe genre was perfect for 
Goetjen who loves the cowboy 
way of life and had always 
dreamed of making his living 
raising cattle. With his career 
choice with the Calgary Police 
Service, ajob he took at age 19, 
Goetjen was also able to follow 
that dream. In 1984, he pur¬ 
chased his first quarter in the 
Westcott area and has loved 
every minute since. 

But it isn't just his love for 
cattle which has drawn him 
into the art which is sweeping 
the country and western scene. 
Goetjen said he has long been 


a fan of poets like Robert Serv¬ 
ice ( The Shooting of Dan 
McGrew j and Baxter Black 
and also the hist ory of the wild 
west. It was only natural for 
him to combine his two loves 
into one, creating some hu 
morous and touching pieces 
which appeal to a broad range 
of audiences. 

"The audience tends to be 
very rural and traditional (for 
cowboy poetry)," he said. "But 
I think there is something for 
everybody not just people bom 
and raised on farms or 
ranehes." 

As to the growing success of 
the cowboy poetry scene, 
Goetjen feels the popularity 
comes from a group disen¬ 
chanted with the "new coun¬ 
try" music. 

"People who really enjoy the 
traditional country and west¬ 
ern music don’t recognize 
what's being played on the ra¬ 
dio today and I think they are 
t rying t o get back to (the tradi 
tional," he said. "I think cow¬ 
boy poet ry fits right into that. It 
fits into the guidelines of tradi 
tional country music, who’s 
origins where, by the way, po 
etry." 

An example of the story tell¬ 
ing, heart plucking, traditional 
values Goetjen speaks of are 
included in one of his earlier 
poems, 

"Dad's Out Sortin' Cattle”. 

Now sortin'cows at our ranch 
Was an ordeal, ther's not doubt. 
Whether it was cuttin ' culls from 
keepers Or sortin lame ones 
out. 

And it didn't matter what 1 


knew Or the knowledge that 1 
had. There was one boss in our 
corral And that was dear old 
Dad. 

You see Dad, he knew all the 
cows Their history to a T He 
knew the dam, he knew the 
sire The whole damn pedigree. 

He knew the ones to watch 
out for And the ones that 
crawled the fence And he gave 
his orders, loud and clear 
Though they made such little 
sense. 

Like, "Hey, you fool! Watch 
that gate! Now let her have her 
head! No! No! Dangblammit not 
that gate! The one ‘longsidethe 
shed! 

You're movin' 'em away too 
slow Can you go a litt le faster7 
Now hustle up and head 'em 
off And no you've gone and 
passed ‘er! 

Oh! There she is, right in 
front! Standin ' by the gate! Now 
come around and haze her in 
Geez, hurry, don't be late! 

Now walk behind her nice 'n 
slow By golly! Ther’s her calf! 
Take the pair, if you can. No 
point in takin' half! 

Well do your best to get 'em 
all At leastamatchin' set! And 
there's that lame one from last 
spring!She's open now, I'llbet! 

No! No! Golldamitall! Take a 
look at where I point! It's that 
white faced cow, that's got the 
limp And I'msureit's her stifle 
joint!" 

Well the air turned blue 
sortin' cows It was Dad sfamil¬ 
iar tune Young or old, seasoned 
or green No one was immune. 

He'd roar his orders above 
the noise And his swear words, 


they were varied You might 
think that I’m lyin' toya. But his 
voice has always carried. 

Well, then one day a silence 
fell Upon our old corral And the 
cows were quiet and the music 
dropped As did our own moral. 

See, Dad was called away 
beyond To that rangeland up 
across But I have not doubt, he 
just took over And made him 
self the boss. 

I can hear him shoutin' oh, 
so loud "St. peter, watch that 


gate" And "Get behind that 
snotty cow Geez, hurry, don't 
be late! 

'You'removin' 'emaivaytoo 
quick! You'll startle ‘em sure as 
heck! We'll have cows a'bustin' 
fences, And we're sure to have 
a wreck!" 

"And use that gate to head 
'em off And slam it hard!" He'd 
vow “And knock off some oj 
them pearly things 'Cuz they 're 
scaring all the cows!"

Annie (Kendrick) Echlin passed away 
August 19, 1995 at Didsbury and was 
in her 98th year She was bom Febru¬ 
ary 18, 1 897 in Ancaster, Ontario, one 
of 11 children bom to George and 
Jessie Kendrick. Annie came west to 
Alberta in 1918, to the east Inmsfail 
area, to keep house for 3 bachelor 
brothers.
